Reduction in fire insurance 


rates and changing the classifi- 
cation under which such rates 
are based, have been announced 
here by local insurance agents, 
following word from the state 
board of fire underwriters. 


The revised rate scheduled is 


in effect now. The survey was 
made here this spring when 
Rushville was visited by a group 
of fire inspectors.' This rating 
takes the place of former rates 
which had 
bc-en in effct for 


twelve years. 


Rushville 
formerly operated 


under class 2. but with the re- 
cent survey, the report places 
Rushville in class 1, and division 
six. 


The general dwelling rate, pro- 


vided that there are no hazards 
in the immediate vicinity, is as 
follows: for single roof dwellings, 
new rate 75 cents per hundred 
dollars for three years; old rate 
80 cents. For dwellings with fire 
resisting roof, new rate is 55 
cents per hundred dollars for 
three years; old rate first placed 
at 70 cents and in recent years at 
60 cents. 


The survey also includes new 
rating for factories, schools, 
churches, business houses and 
everything that is insurable. In 
it 


most of the cases where these that 
special rates apply, the reduction 
has fceen from a few cents to 
more than one dollar. In some in- 
stances, where the owners had 
been previously requested to 
make repairs, and such altera- 
tions had not been complied 
with, the rates have been in- 
creased, and in some instances 
the increase is almost double. 


The last survey of Rushville for 


insurance purposes was made 12 
years apo, when the fire depart- 
ment was using horses, and only 
three or four men were on the 
department payroll.

DEHORE'S STATEMENT 


Charles T. Dehore,'president of the South- 


eastern Indiana Power company and of the In- 
dianapolis and Southeastern Railroad Company, 
in a display announcement carried in local news- 
papers this week under the heading, "A Plain 
Statement of Facts," addresses an open letter 
to the citizens of Rushville concerning the con- 
troversy-which is alleged to exist between the 
city and the electric utility. 


Mr. Dehore denies several points brought out 


by the city in its petition asking for a rehear- 
ing in the case, in which the company was 
granted permission to extend light and power 
lines in the vicinity of Rushville, and the city 
was refused to go beyond its limits. 


The utility official denies that the company is 


attempting to strangle the city plant, and sets 
out that the commission holds that if the city • 
should expand any time, they can assume the 
power lines from' the utility by paying a fair 
price for them. The utility also deni€s rumors 
that they are interested in the purchase of the 
city plant. 


It is indeed pleasing to hear Mr. DeHore make 


the following comment: "We have only the best 
wishes for the success "of the municipal electric 
and water plant in Rushville and for every oth- 
er industry in the city and in the territory we 
serve . . . It js our intention to continue to use 
our very best efforts to provide railroad and 
lighting service to our own patrons and we have 
no intention whatever of endeavoring to tie-up, 
strangle or bottle up the Rushville municipal 
plant."

A TRAFFIC WARNING 


The city -council went on record Tuesday night 


ordering the police to enforce the traffic ordin- 
ance. It was pointed out that motorists have be- 
come careless hi recent months, and in spite of 
frequent warnings, the violations continue. 


This time, the council warns, the police will 


be instructed to check more carefully against 
traffic violators, and arrests are promised. 


The City officials do not want to Impose any 


hardship on anyone, but feel that motorists who 
'obey the various provisions of the ordinance 
should have protection and consideration over 
those who pay 110 attention to the various sec- 
tions of the ordinance. 


Traffic is a big problem in every city and if 


motorists co-operate to the fullest extent, fewer 
laws will be needed and fewer arrests; made. 
Rushville is not the only city having trouble 
with traffic problems. Indistnapplis, Newcastle 
and Connersville now are engaged-in setting out 
new rules and regulations. Motorists can help 
solve these problems by being courteous and us- 
ing good judgment hi driving and parking.

TOURISTS; BUSINESS 


The civic development department of the 


Chamber oft/Commerce of the United States is 
making a survey to determine the economic ef- 
fects of seasonal itinerancy on American com- 
munities.

value. Although the automobile has made it 
possible for many Americans to lead a nomadic 
existence during the summer months nothing 
has ever been done to ascertain the economic ef- 
fects of this seasonal movement. The chamber 
points out that many communities and states 
have spent large amounts to lure tourists. 


Camps, which are direct bids for the |avor of 


tourists, And development of parks and good 
roads, which is an indirect method of luring 
transients, are gaining importance each year in 
most communities. 


It will be interesting to learn whether the 


community that is popular with tourists because 
of expenditures for their comfort is really receiv- 
ing economic benefit. Some, communities are 
making little or no effprt to attract tourists. 


Are they harming themselves economically by 


following this course? It is an established fact 
that extending hospitality to tourists is one way 
in which a community may create good will. But 
what is it worth in dollars and .cents? Is the av- 
erage tourist out to spend money or to save 
money? These questions probably will be an- 
swered- when the chamber's appraisal is com- 
pleted. I The findings will be of interest to every 
community.
